Office. New illuminated signs over 
the doors of the lobby telephone rooms 
do the job. There's a new sign over 
the night depository also to show cus- 
tomers where to pay their bills after 
office hours. Strangely enough, before 
the signs were put up a surprisingly 
large number of people would walk 
right past the telephone rooms to ask 
where they could find a_ public 
telephone. 


The signs are very attractive and 
add to the good looks of the lobby.

Time of Day Service For Lincoln 


Dick Bauer, Ivan Paddack and 
Dick Wakeman are brushing up on 
the workings and maintenance of 
the new Audichron, or time-of-day 
machine, which was installed in 
Lincoln last month for the National 
Bank of Commerce. People who 
dial 2-9211 hear a pleasant voice 
give a brief advertising message 
followed by the correct time. Ten 
trunks bring the calls to the Audt- 
chron, where they are held until 
the beginning of the next an- 
nouncement. The listener hears 
only one of twelve advertising mes- 
sages, followed by the time an- 


nouncement, after which the con- 
nection is severed. The messages 
are recorded on the first film of 
a sequence of three. The second 
film gives the hour and the third 
the minute. The voice pick-off is 
made by photo electric cell from a 
reflected beam passing through the 
film record. The Audichron is fully 
automatic, works day and night, 
and is guarded by stand-by units 
against almost cvery probability of 
mechanical or power failure. Dur- 
ing the first month of its operation 
nearly 150,000 calls were answered 
by the machine. 


Hale Returns From Harvard 
\' ERLE M. HALE, general commer- 


cial superintendent, returned to his 
desk December 11 after graduating 
from a 13 weeks course of study in the 
Advanced Management Program at 
Harvard University. The course is 
given at the Graduate School of Busi- 
ness Administration at Harvard for 
leading businessmen from all over the 
world who are sent there by their com- 
panies to study with other industrial 
leaders the problems facing business 
today. Men in this class were enrolled 
from all parts of the United States and 
from England, Saudi Arabia, Canada, 


Cuba, Holland, Australia, the Philip- 


pine Islands and Germany. 


Mr. Hale 
arranged a tour of the Long Distance 
Center of the New England Telephone 
é? Telegraph Company for 80 members 
of his class. The group was received by 
President Joe S. Harrell and Vice Presi- 
dent Thomas Hennessey of the New 
England company who described the 
purpose and workings of the modern 
telephone equipment housed in the 
building. The men then visited the 
various departments where they saw 
the long distance operating department, 
including the overseas switchboard, the 
teletype board for the metropolitan Bos- 
ton area, long distance dial equipment 
which handles a quarter million calls 
daily, and the toll maintenance center. 
Highlighting the tour was a demonstra- 
tion in which words spoken into a tele- 
phone were carried 6,000 miles across 
the nation and back out through a loud 
speaker. The course of the call was 
followed on a map.

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Christmas Easy on Operators 


PERATORS got a break this Christ- 
mas as the holiday passed by with- 
out the usual grand rush of long 
distance calls. A check of several points 
in the territory shows the number of 
calls on Christmas was far below nor- 
mal, in fact not much greater than 
an average business day. At some places 
it was actually less. Chief Operator 
Marie Pearson at Hastings reported a 
19% increase over last year but said 
calls were handled with less delay be- 
cause of the new switchboard equip- 
ment. One veteran operator told us 
she spent Christmas at home for the 
first time in nearly 30 years. 

Traffic people say that three prin- 
cipal factors contributed to the slack 
scason. Probably most important was 
the excellent weather. Slippery roads 
and snow mean cancellation of holiday 
trips and lots of toll calls. The long 
week end also tended to spread the 
volume of calls, and the many new long 
distance circuits added in recent years 
made it possible to handle calls faster. 

In spite of favorable conditions some 
delays were encountered because of the 
nature of calls at this time of year. 
A much greater percentage of holiday 
calls are to far distant points where it 
is necessary to go through several op- 
erators. Conversations on holiday calls 
which has 
a tendency to tie up circuits. Many 
people go visiting at Christmas time 
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are much longer than usual 


too, so operators often have to make 
several tries before they can locate the 
desired party. 

Operating departments, of course, 
had to make plans for a big day even 


though it didn’t develop. Many extra 
people were scheduled to work on 
Christmas Eve and Christmas Day so 
that all switchboards could be operated 
at Maximum capacity and special forces 
were on the job for sorting tickets 
and routing calls. Naturally the girls 
werent too busy. But that’s part of the 
telephone business. We have to be 
ready to give the public the best serv- 
icé we can under all conditions.

Wins National Award

‘that Miller & Paine’s new telephone 
number is 2-8511 it certainly isn’t the 
fault of that progressive department 
store or their able advertising Manager, 
Miss Norma Carpenter. Millers went 
all out when they changed their tele- 
phone number several months ago to 
let the public know it. 


The effectiveness of the publicity 
was proven in the twin facts that the 
store won national recognition includ- 
ing an Award for Distinctive Merit 
from the National Retail Dry Goods 
Association and articles in trade papers, 
and that there was scarcely a ripple in 
the stream of calls to the busy PBX 
board. 


The wide variety of publicity in- 
cluded newspaper and radio announce- 
ments, window displays, telephone di- 
rectory advertising and direct mail. The 
new number also was prominently dis- 
played throughout the store. A novel 
idea was used to encourage employee 
cooperation. As they entered the store 
the first day after the number change 
they were asked to give the new num- 
ber as a pass word.

Tailoring is an art — but in contrast to most arts, you 
don’t have to be a “born” tailor to do a good job! 
Tailoring is not hard to learn, even with little sewing 
experience: for whether you make a dress, a coat or 
a suit, youll find that the easy way to tailor is the 
right way! A well-tailored garment is not just a matter 
of inspired stitching; it’s a combination of wise prepara- 
tion and fitting, constant pressing, careful work on 
“complicated” parts, and knowledge of your tailoring 
fabric. | 


During the past few years, many new rayon fabrics 
have been developed which are particularly suitable 
for tailoring. Menswear manufacturers have discovered 
that rayon fabrics have many advantages for men’s 
suits because of their smart worsted-like patterns, firm 
body, clear color and comfortable weight. Rayon suit- 
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Your Fabric 

Be sure to select a fabric that is suitable for the particular 
garment you make—for instance, children’s garments 
should be warm but not too heavy; suit fabrics should 
be closely woven with a firm body. Rayon fabrics offer 
a good selection of weights for tailoring all kinds of men’s, 
women’s and children’s clothing. Most fabric counters 
carry worsted-type rayon suitings, rayon flannels, rayon 
gabardines and various rayon-and-wool blends. You'll find 
that most of these fabrics have special wrinkle-resistant 
finishes. And since a very stable yarn is used, rayon suitings 
generally require no sponging or shrinking. This is especially 
true of worsted-type rayons. However, any blends contain- 
ing wool will need shrinking. To test for shrinkage, mark 
off about twelve square inches of fabric, then steam and 
press this square. If the fabric appears to shrink, it is wise 
to shrink the entire piece by carefully wrapping and folding 
the fabric in a very damp sheet. Let it stand for two hours, 
and then unwrap and dry smoothly on a flat surface. 


Your lining and your interfacing should be the same weight 


or a lighter weight than the outer fabric. Leading tailors say ° 


that rayon lining fabrics have all the qualities needed in 
good lining—they are durable, pre-shrunk, spot-proof and 
colorfast. Always be sure that the fabric has been made 
especially for lining—there are several types including satins, 
crepes and twill-constructions. There is a good choice of 
color in rayon linings, so buy it to match your fabric or to 
offer a gay contrast. Some of the new rayon linings are 
available in glistening iridescent colors.

The 
handsome rayon suitings are generally inexpensive, 
yet they give the finished garment a “custom-made” 
appearance which is well worth the workmanship put 
into it.

This leaflet has been produced to supplement your 
pattern instructions with special tips on tailoring the 
new rayon suiting fabrics plus some sewing “tricks” 
to make your work go more smoothly. 


Your Supplies : 
When working with rayon suitings, you'll get good results 
by using the following: 


1. Needles — for rayon suitings, use a Medium or Medium 
Coarse needle in your machine. For hand-work, use a size 
7 or 8 needle. Be sure that pins and needles are sharp and 
straight, with no rough edges that might catch the fabric. 


2. Thread — Medium mercerized thread or Medium silk 
thread are best for sewing rayon suiting fabrics. The thread 
color should be a shade darker than the fabric. 


3. Tailor’s Chalk — Chalk is better than pencil or graphite 
for marking rayon suiting fabric, because chalk wipes off 
more easily when the garment is finshed. 


4. New Sewing Aids—When buying supplies, you'll notice 
many new notions to make your sewing easier—such as 
button-covering kits, belt-making kits, tailoring tackers, 
fitted muslin interfacing with shoulder pads attached, etc. 
In many localities, a commercial firm or sewing center will 
cover buttons in your fabric for a small charge. If you use 
this service, check to see how long it will take to fill your 
order, so that the buttons will be ready when the garment 
is completed. Above all, don’t skimp on the quality of your 
supplies, as you will get real satisfaction from the use of 
good buttons, zippers, pads, etc. 


Your Workroom 


Your tailoring will go much more smoothly and speedily 
if all equipment including notions and sewing aids can be 
assembled in one place. Study your pattern carefully before 
you start, to see the equipment you will need, and the order 
in which you should work. Be sure that your cutting table 
is at a restful height—36 inches is considered good. You 
can raise a low table by putting books under the legs. A 
large piece of cardboard will protect the surface of the 
table from scratching by the shears. Place your sewing 
machine, cleaned and oiled, near the cutting table, and 
keep the ironing board, set up and ready, right by the sew- 
ing machine. The ironing board is just as important to good 
tailoring as your sewing machine. 


Your Fitting and Cutting 


Press and fit the pattern perfectly at the very start. Adequate 
fitting now is essential to save mistakes and worry later, 
and to avoid excess handling of the fabric. Buy a pattern 
that’s right for your figure type—many pattern companies 
make special sizes for junior figures, short figures, etc. If 
your measurements don't agree with those listed on the 
pattern, buy a size which agrees with your bust measure- 
ment. It is easier to alter a pattern across the waist or hips 
than across the bust. Your pattern instructions will give 
directions for altering the pattern to your individual 
measurements. Always make any pattern alterations be- 
fore you cut the fabric. Fit the pattern carefully to yourself 
or on a dressmaker’s form, and compare it closely with a 
garment which fits you perfectly. If you do much sewing 
- for yourself, you will find that a dressmaker’s form is an 
excellent investment. There are several types available, in- 
cluding adjustable metal forms, plaster forms that are made 
by molding to your body, and. molded plastic forms which 
can be blown up and then taped to conform to your measure- 
ments, and deflated for convenient storage when not in use. 
When cutting rayon fabrics; allow the usual seam allowance 
—well constructed rayon tailoring fabrics do not ravel easily. 
Be sure to pin your pattern pieces carefully, for accurate 
cutting is of utmost importance in tailoring, especially in 
sections such as notched collars, shoulders, etc. 
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Buttonholes and Buttons 


1. A “ladder” basted down the front of the jacket to mark 
the buttonholes will insure even spacing. (Illustration A) 


2. The fabric strip for bound buttonholes should always be 
cut on the bias. If your pattern recommends the “improved” 
bound buttonholes in which the bias band is folded and 
stitched before application to the jacket, you can save time 
by folding and stitching one long bias strip, twice as long as 
the total width of buttonholes needed. Then cut the strip 
into lengths suitable for your buttonholes and proceed as 
in pattern directions. (Note—make openings for slit pockets 
in the same manner as for bound buttonholes.) (Illustra- 
tion B) 


3. To make sure that bound buttonholes are not lopsided, 
count stitches! If you make twelve stitches across the top, 
make twelve stitches across the bottom. 


4, Now that buttonhole attachments are available for most 
makes of sewing machines, you may want to use machine 
buttonholes. These are perfectly proper for tailored gar- 
ments, and look especially well in smooth, firmly woven 
fabrics such as rayon flannel and worsted-type rayon 
suitings. 

5. Place a thick pin or match stick between the button and 
fabric when sewing on buttons. Then remove the pin, and 
wind thread under the button, forming a “shank”. This will 
allow-the button to be fastened without stretching the 
buttonhole. 


Collars 


1. Always finish the collar and lapels before working on the 
sleeves. 


2. When tailor’s-basting the interfacing to the under collar, 
be sure to cover the entire area, so that the collar will not 
pucker. (Illustration C) 


3. After attaching the collar to the neckline, trim, clip and 
press the seam open before turning, to insure a smooth, flat- 
lying surface. 


4, Pressing does half the work in fitting the collar, so always 
use your tailor’s ham in pressing, and mold and curve the 
collar as you press, to fit your neckline. 


3. Exact matching of seams is the secret of success in making 
a notched collar. Fold the lapels back to the position they'll 
take on the finished jacket. Mark the fold with pins, and 
mark the fold of the collar in the same manner. Fit and 
pin carefully, easing any extra fullness along the seam. Be 
careful not to stretch the neckline edge. 


6. To make a good point on pointed collars and lapels, trim 
the point as closely as possible before turning. After turn- 
ing, work the point out by pushing gently with a wooden 
match stick or a blunt pencil which will push the fabric to 
a point without piercing it. Baste and press at once. 


Facing 

1. To prevent a bulky edge on facing seams, trim the 
facing seam allowance much deeper (almost to the seam) 
than you trim the seam allowance on the front section. 
Clip on curves, then baste and press as recommended in 
Tip No. 9 in the section on Pressing. (Illustration D) 


2. The front facing of a tailored garment is always cut a 
little larger than the front section, to allow for turning. 
When basting the facing to the jacket, the extra fullness 
should be eased into the curving edges of the lapel. 
(Illustration E) 


Hems 

1. Sew strips of bias muslin, as deep as the hem, into hems 
of skirts, jackets and sleeves. This gives a smooth hemline. 
(Illustration F) 

2. Your hemming will go faster if you use a thread no 
longer than your forearm. Catch only a few threads of 
fabric in each stitch—almost invisible hemming lasts longer. 
3. To find the proper length for a jacket, put on a jacket 
that fits correctly, and mark its length against a door or 
table. Use this mark as a guide in turning up the hem of 
the new jacket. 


Pleats 

1. For even, regular pleats, follow the pattern markings 
exactly. Or notch a piece of cardboard at the proper inter- 
vals, and pin according to this marking. Always baste the 
entire length of skirt pleats to hold them in place until the 


‘garment is ready for hemming. 


2. Stitch from’ the bottom upward in pleats, to keep the 
fabric smooth and unpuckered. (Illustration G) 


Shoulders and Sleeves 

1. Buy your shoulder pads when you buy your pattern— 
and use them at every fitting. Your pattern will give instruc- 
tions for making shoulder pads, but many people prefer to 
buy commercially made pads, which are specially designed 
for every type of sewing, pattern and figure. Remember 
that shoulders vary with each individual—so use the shoulder 
pads that look best on you. 


2. When putting in the sleeve, hold your work so that you 
look into the sleeve. (Illustration H) 


3. The crosswise grain of the sleeve should be parallel to 


the floor when the center shoulder mark is at the shoulder 
seam. However, sometimes the center shoulder mark on the 
sleeve pattern will not be correct for your particular figure. 
To find the proper sleeve placement for your figure, cross 
two pins along both grains of the fabric in the center of the 
sleeve, about an inch below the underarm. When the cross- 
wise pin is parallel to the floor, the vertical pin marks the 
line that should meet the shoulder seam. (Illustration I) 


4. Sleeve fullness should be eased carefully across the top 
of the armhole, especially in rayon suitings, which do not 
shrink much. Two rows of basting around the top of the 
armhole (the section is indicated by marks on your pattern) 
will permit you to ease the fullness evenly and smoothly. 


5. Measure the sleeve length with the arm in a natural 
position, slightly bent. The sleeve hem should be slightly 
longer at the outer edge to allow for this bend. 


Stitching 

1. Stay-stitching on curved sections results in easier sewing, 
because it prevents stretching on bias fabric. Stay-stitch, 
using medium long stitches, along the seam line. 


2. When stitching curves, stitch toward the grain of the 
fabric, as indicated in the illustration. (Illustration J) 


3. For straight stitching, stitch from the wide part of the 
fabric to the narrow, as indicated in the illustration. 
(Illustration K) 


Taping and Binding 
1. Because of the firm weave of worsted-type rayon suiting, 
taping around the armhole is generally not necessary. 


2. Because the weight of the garment hangs from the 
shoulders, it is a good idea to tape the shoulder seams. 


3. If skirt seams are taped, bias binding, not seam tape, will 
give the most satisfactory results. 


4, Rayon seam tape, in a color matching your fabric, has 
good firmness and weight for hems of tailored rayon garments. 


Zippers and Plackets 
1. Be sure to select a zipper that is designed for the particu- 
lar kind of placket you are making. Specially designed 


zippers, in all colors, are available for every kind of closing— 
neck, waist, pocket, etc. 


2. If possible, try to cut your fabric to allow extra seam 
allowance at the placket. This will allow you to insert the 
zipper without using an extra strip of bias facing. 


3. Always make the opening a half-inch longer than the 
zipper. Ease this extra half inch along the closing as you 
stitch, to prevent puckering and insure a smooth closing. 


4. Never cut off the ends of zipper tape—these are necessary 
for proper finishing. 


5. Always keep the zipper closed when you sew. 


Press as you sew! This important rule of tailoring insures 


the perfect fit that turns home sewing into custom tailoring. 


Press as you go along, because no section can be properly 


pressed after the next step in the sewing has been done. 
Here is alist of the equipment you need for pressing: ironing 
board, sleeve board, iron (steam iron if possible), tailor’s 
ham, pressing cloths (two weights — one light, one heavy), 
wooden clapper to pat out iron marks, strips of cardboard 
to prevent iron marks. 

Here are some pressing tips that the experts recommend: 
1. Always press on the wrong side of rayon suiting, just 
as you do with any suiting. 

2. Use a wet pressing cloth and let the fabric steam dry. 

3. Press on the straight of the grain, to avoid stretching. 
4, Every curved surface should be pressed on the tailor’s 
ham or over a tightly wadded towel. 

5. If you have no sleeve board, use a tightly rolled magazine. 
6. To press darts without leaving iron marks, slit a piece 
of cardboard and slide it around the dart before pressing. 
7. Strips of cardboard placed between the fabrics on either 
side of a straight seam will do away with iron marks when 
pressing. Stroking with your hand or patting with a wooden 
clapper will have the same results. 

8. Give the rest of the garment support when pressing 
the sleeves by placing the sleeveboard on a wide surface, 
such as the cutting table. This will prevent stretching. 

9. To make sure that a seam, especially a facing seam, is 
pressed absolutely flat, press first with one side of the seam 
turned down, and then turn and press with the other 
side turned down. This insures a clear-cut edge. 


1. Pin your pin cushion to your belt,.or tie it around your 


wrist, so that it will always be handy when you need it. 

2. Hang your tape measure around your neck, or loop it 
around your waist. 

3. After cutting the pattern, pile up the pieces in the 
order in which you'll need them. 


4, Don’t remove the pattern pieces until you work on 
each particular section. This will prevent confusion and 
lost time in hunting for special markings, etc. 

5. Mark all pattern pieces at one time, using a different 
colored chalk for each kind of marking — for example, white 
for darts, yellow for pleats, ete. 


6. On simple seams that are not “tricky,” you can save 
time by pin-basting, placing the pins at right angles to 


the direction in which you are sewing, so that the machine 
needle can sew over them without breaking. 


7. Machine-basting saves time, and it rips out easily. Set 
the machine for its largest stitch for machine-basting. 


8. If you can’t understand any particular step in the pat- 
tern instructions, save time by working out the proper 
method on the pattern piece, not on the fabric. Hold the 
pattern piece exactly as pictured in the pattern instruc- 
tions, and follow their step-by-step guide. When the prob- 
lem is solved, then work with the fabric. 


9. You'll save the most time of all by taking time to study 
your pattern instructions and using special care on com- 
plicated sections. It’s better to do a thing one time the 
right way than several times the wrong way!

“TI would like to have a telephone installed, 
please.” 

To the customer, such a request leaves 
impressions mainly of two courteous and effi- 
cient people—the young lady in the business 
office who took the order—and the telephone 
man who came out at a specified time to install 
the instrument where the family decided they 
wanted it. 

But there’s a lot more to an “install” than 
that. The number has to be selected, the order 
typed, a cable assignment made, a jumper wire 
run on the main frame, and records kept in 
the Service, Directory, Information and Ac- 
counting Departments—to mention just a few 
of the important steps. All these activities must 
be co-ordinated and proper forms dispatched 
on time to the right persons. It’s a big job. 

A few days ago the News cameraman went 
to offices where orders are handled and said, 
“Now, look, I’m an install order. Lead me 
around and show me all the people who take 
a crack at me before I’m filed away.” 

He came up with pictures of this amazingly 
large number of order workers, most of which 
are Lincoln people. Some Hastings scenes taken 
last summer help fill in the continuity. It 
should be noted that in smaller exchanges 
fewer people handle orders but nearly all the 
steps are necessary.

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Eight Hints On Your Income Tax 


How You May Be Able to Save 


Money nith Uncle Sam’s Blessing 


A Midwest taxpayer, filing his annual fed- 
eral income tax return, had a bright idea. 
He took a special deduction of $200 for 
“depreciation” on his wife. 

His reason, he explained to the Internal 
Revenue Bureau: “She’s so worn out she 
won't get breakfast for me any more.” The 
deduction was disallowed, of course, even 
though the Bureau investigator admitted the 


man had a point. 


Not many taxpayers try to go that far. 
In fact, the average taxpayer is more likely 
to neglect a lot of legitimate ways of saving 
money on his tax return. 

Obviously everyone should carry his fair 
share of the income tax. But the govern 
ment expects you to pay only your fair tax 
—neither too much nor too little. To make 
sure you don’t accidentally overpay this 
March fifteenth, here is a list of eight key 
checkpoints. 


Choose the Right Form 


Most wage earners will file the simplified 
form (1040-A) or a short form 1040. How- 
ever, many could save money by itemizing 
deductions on the long form 1040, instead 
of using the simplified form without thinking 
and taking the “standard deduction” of ten 
per cent of their income. 

Check your deductions carefully. If they 
amount to more than ten per cent of your 
income be sure to use a long form if you 
want to claim them. Suppose it takes sev- 
eral hours—you might save twenty-five or 
fifty or more dollars, and that’s good hourly 
pay. 

One word of warning. If your itemized 
deductions total up to less than ten per cent 
of your income, you naturally save if you 
can take the automatic ten per cent with 
the simplified form 1040-A or the short 
form 1040. 


Joint Returns for Married 
Couples 


If you are married, you can nearly always 
save money by filing a joint return. 


You do this by totaling the income you 
and your wife receive (even if your wife has 
no income of her own) on one tax return 
which both of you sign. You can file a joint 
return with your wife as long as you were 
married and living together the last day of 
the year, or if your wife died during the 
year. 

The government calls this “splitting your 
income.” Whether it will definitely reduce 
your tax depends mainly on the size of your

income and the number of dependents and 
exemptions you have. For example, a man 
with a $4,000 income and no dependents 
could save $10 by filing a joint return with 
his wife (assuming she had no income) in- 
stead of an individual return for himself. 


Take All Your Legal 


Exemptions 


You have one $600 exemption for yourself. 
In addition, you normally have a $600 ex- 
emption for anyone closely related to you 
by blood or marriage if you contributed more 
than fifty per cent of his upkeep and his 
taxable income is less than $500 for the year. 

A child born any time during the year— 
even at 11:59 P. M. on December 31-—en- 
titles you to a full year’s exemption. The 
same is true for an infant who dies after 


birth. 
Special Exemptions 


If you are sixty-five or over, you get an 
extra exemption of $600. If your wife is 
sixty-five or over, she has the same extra 
exemption when you file a joint return. How- 
ever you do not get an extra exemption for 
your dependents who are sixty-five. 

When you are claiming this old-age ex- 
emption, be sure to check the right box on 
the tax return to note your eligibility. 

There is a similar extra exemption for the 
blind and the partially blind. The rule is 
explained on the tax return instructions. 
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The Who, When, How & Where of Federal 


Income Taxes 


WHO? 

You have to file a personal income 
tax return if you are a citizen or 
resident of the United States and 
had a gross income of $600 for the 
year. Your age does not matter. 
You also have to file if you earned 
less than $600 but had taxes with- 
held from your wages and want to 
get the withholdings back. 


WHEN? 


The deadline for filing your 1950 
return is March 15, 1951. (Unless 
you keep your accounts on the 
basis of a taxable year different 
from the calendar year, which rel- 
atively few people do.) 
You also have to file a Declaration 
of Estimated Income for 1951 by 
March 15 if: 
(1) you will have an income of 
over $100 from any source

Health and Medical 
Deductions 


If you had any unexpected medical ex- 
penses last year, you should see whether 
you have an allowable medical deduction. 
You can deduct medical expenses which ex- 
ceed five per cent of your adjusted gross in- 
come, up to certain limits. (Instructions with 
the tax forms explain what adjusted gross in- 
come is, and how to determine the maximum 


limits for your medical deduction.) 


Many people do not know about the variety 
of deductible medical expenses. Typical 
ones include: health and hospitalization in- 
surance premiums, hospital, nurse, dentist 
and doctors bills not offset by insurance, cost 
dentures, crutches, 


of drugs, eyeglasses, 


wheelchairs, and other medical equipment. 


Deductions for Home Owners 


If you own your own home, you have a 
variety of deductions you may not have 
thought about before. For example, the 
interest on your mortgage is deductible. So 
are real estate and property taxes and as- 
sessments, casualty losses, and interest on

Telephone Company at Park Ridge 
and Des Plaines, Illinois can now 
pick up their telephones and dial direct 
to 1,674,242 telephones in the Chicago 
metropolitan area. Automatic timing 
and ticketing equipment record all 
necessary data for billing of these short- 
haul toll calls. The new service, the 
largest of its kind in the country, com- 
pletes and records nearly 8,000 calls 
during an average day. 


Better Service Coming Up For Crete 


The addition this month of two posi- 
tions to the Crete Telephone Company’s 
switchboard, one local and one toll, will 
make it possible for six instead of four 
operators to work at the same time. 
This will greatly facilitate the handling 
of calls, especially during busy hours 
of the day. The board now has two toll 
positions, three local positions and one 
combination toll and local position. 
Crete operators handle about 5,000 
local calls and 200 long distance calls 
in an average day.

E.M.B.A. Benefits Extended 


T the annual members’ meeting of 

the Employees Mutual Benefit Asso- 
ciation, held on January 27, a report by 
President G. O. Seaton disclosed that 
the past fiscal year had been one of con- 
‘tinuing and satisfactory progress for 
the organization. Although the primary 
membership list was reduced slightly 
from the previous year, the report in- 
dicated that financially the association 
showed improvement. All bills were 
paid and a tidy sum left over for sur- 
plus and contingencies. 


When the association was formed in 
1942, a reserve fund was created by 
personal endorsement of the charter 
members. At the same time it was 
voted to set aside ten per cent of the 
gross receipts to replace this fund with 
an accumulated cash reserve. The pro- 
ject has almost reached fruition. The 
notes were returned to their makers two 
years ago, and the cash reserve is ex- 
pected to reach $10,000 early this year. 
No money will be set aside for reserve 
after this figure is reached unless it 
becomes necessary to use the reserve 


to pay current obligations in case of epi- 
demic or other contingency. In this case 
the reserve will again be built up to 
$10,000. 

With the money now used for this 
purpose diverted to the general fund, 
the officers find that it will again be 
possible to liberalize the benefits to its 
members. Accordingly it was voted to 
increase hospital room payments from 
$6 to $7 per day; to enlarge the scope 
of X-Ray coverage and to initiate bene- 
fits for electro-cardiograms, oxygen ad- 
ministration and basal metabolism tests. 
Full coverage to pensioned members 
was also granted in this year’s balloting. 

A further order of business was to 
approve for publication and distribu- 
tion, a revised edition of the by-laws, 
showing the new schedule of benefit 
payments. The meeting concluded with 
the election of directors.

The best report on 
record of accuracy in handling ac- 
counts, credit adjustments and orders. 

Only thirty-nine errors were counted 
on last month’s report—an all time low 
and certainly an effort worthy of com- 
mendation. Ten of these were made in 
posting 83,452 accounts; three errors 
appeared on collection reports, 11 on 
credit adjustments and 15 miscues were 
noted on the 3,996 LT 50 service or- 
ders issued. The total of 39 errors fig- 
ures out .476 per 1,000 accounts, also 
a record low. 

The report was started in 1944 and at 
that time errors were running between 
100 and 200 per month. Since then 
there has been marked improvement. 
In the past 34 months there has been 
only one month when the figure went 
over 100, 

This has been accomplished in spite 
of the fact that since the first report 
the number of telephones has increased 
41.5%. The volume of work, of course, 
has gone up with this gain and along 
with it the chance for error which 
makes the performance even more im 
pressive. 

An extra pat on the back goes to 
Plattsmouth, Tecumseh, Hebron and 
York for coming through last month 
without a single error.

Henry Ames Is 


Bustin’ A Button 


N article published in the January 

issue of the “Northwestern Bell” 
was the source of great interest and 
pride for Henry Ames, retired ac- 
counting department employee. The 
item described a valuable and unusual 
service performed by one of the North- 
western Bell operators at Murdo, South 
Dakota. Henry’s interest stems from 
the fact that the heroine of the episode 
is his daughter, Mrs. Ina Kuckelberg. 

The article relates that, late one 
night while on duty at her switchboard, 
Mrs. Kuckelberg answered a signal and 
found herself talking to a very fright- 
ened and tearful little girl.

What's the Scoop on the New Lincoln Building

home repair loans. Incidentally, interest on 
all loans you have is a deductible item. 

If your house was damaged by wind, snow 
or water, and you weren't completely cov- 
ered by insurance for your loss, you may 
deduct the net loss from your taxable income. 
Make certain, however, you can reasonably 
support the claim you make. 


Some Unusual Deductions 


Many expenses you have in your work are 
deductible. Examples: union dues and as 
sessments, fee paid to any agency to secure 
a job, cost of uniform or tools you buy which 
are necessary in your job. 

You may also deduct personal bad debts 
up to $1,000. However, you can’t deduct 
net gambling losses—although you have to 
pay a tax on net winnings. Be happy you 
didn’t win the Irish Sweepstakes. 


Personal Records 


When you take a long list of deductions, 
there’s one thing you should be sure of: 
that you can reasonably substantiate them. In 
other words, keep receipts and checks on 
your doctor and hospital bills, for example, 
or on other deductible expenses. The gov- 
ernment spot-checks income tax returns, and 
you can’t take a chance on not being able 
to support your deduction claims. Although 
the Internal Revenue Bureau takes a reason- 
able attitude, many people have had deduc- 
tions disallowed because they had no logical 


proof. 
As a final suggestion, read the instructions 


on the income tax forms carefully. By doing 
that, you can save time for both yourself and 
the government.

More People Use 


The ever increasing volume of 
telephone calls is a measure of the 
reliance placed on the service in the 
business and social life of today. 
Throughout the territory, approxi- 
mately 435,000 local calls were 
handled as a daily average in 1950, 
while outward long distance calls 
averaged 9,197 per day — 147 per 
cent above the 1940 average.

In the same period the number of telephones we 
operate has increased 57%. 

Last April the Company’s 100,000th tele- 
phone was installed at Seward and at year-end 
we were serving 101,964 stations, an all-time 
peak. We gained 2,516 telephones during 1950. 
To do it we had to service 43,470 install and re- 
move orders — about 17 for every telephone 
gained. 

Waiting lists for telephones almost disap- 
peared. However, as we closed the year we 
were holding 759 orders for regrades from party 
line to individual line service.

New Telephones Are Big Investments 


The Company’s investment per telephone 
continued to rise because new plant to meet 
service demands was necessarily added at cur- 
rent peak costs of labor and materials. At the 
beginning of the year the investment in plant for 
each station amounted to $198. During 1950 an 
average of $533 was required for plant additions 
for each telephone gained. Total investment in 
plant and equipment rose from $20,647,000 to 
$21,988,000 during the year. . 

On the other hand, money spent for services 
and maintenance supplies dropped sharply; one 
of the reasons being that we were unable to ob- 
tain many of the materials we needed. Our 
plight, at the year’s end, could be compared with 
that of a family who, unable to reach the grocery 


store on Saturday night, found themselves with 
a week’s pay in their purse but with pantry 
shelves too poorly stocked to provide comfort- 
ably for the week-end. 
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Expansion of Dial Service 


Nine exchanges were converted from 
manual to dial operation during 1950, with 
Hastings, Pawnee City and Sutton being 
the largest among them. Others were 
Exeter, Davey, Denton, Raymond, Shelby and 
Fairmont. The conversions involved more than

major responsibility. Those with 12 months or 
more continuous service with the Company re- 


ceived the difference between 
their Company pay and their 
government pay for the first 
three months of military serv- 
ice. Military leaves of absence 
grant the employee the privi- 
lege of returning to his former 
position or a comparable one, 
with full seniority, wage pro- 
gression, and promotion opportunities to which 
he would have been entitled through continuous 


employment. 


Speaking of Wages 


Basic wage rates are at the highest level in 
the history of the Company. The annual payroll 
in 1950 was $3,672,102. The portion of the 
annual payroll charged to expense in 1950 com- 
prised 52.6% of all operating expenses. 

It is the Company’s policy to pay wages and 
provide working conditions which compare fa- 
vorably with those for similar skills and training 


in the communities where our employees live 
and work. This is sound policy from our cus- 
tomers’ point of view because they pay us the 
money that is used to pay the wage bill. Itisa 
necessary policy if we are to continue to attract 
desirable people to our employment. It has 
proven to be a fair and equitable policy by the 
low turnover rate of employees. 


More Than Meets the Eye 


In every pay check there was more than met 
the eye in 1950 — it amounted to 32 cents for 
every productive hour worked. 
This amount was paid by the 
Company for the many benefits 
you enjoy as an LT&T employee. 
Thirteen cents per hour was in- 
vested in your future security as 
accrual to the pension fund. Eight 
cents went for vacations, holi- 
days or other absences. The 
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other 11 cents paid for such things as group 
insurance premiums and employee benefits paid 
in event of accident, sickness, 
disability or death. 

We made a better mark in 
1950 by lowering both accident 
and sickness absences. Days ab- 
sent because of accident were 
reduced 50%. Sickness 


showed 800 less days lost than in 
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the previous year. 


Back of Your Job 


In 1950 it took $15,991 to provide the plant and equipment 
to back up your job. That was the investment per employee 
in such things as switchboards, poles, wire, furniture, trucks, 


cable and dial equipment. 


Who paid for it? Let’s put it this way. 


If you had sup- 


plied the money you might have found your job by reading 
ads like these: 


Of course you don’t have to make an invest- 
ment like this to work for LT&T. The money 
is put up by our stockholders and other investors. 
Not one or a few but many people, most of them 
with modest incomes, invest part of their sav- 
ings in the Company. Last year we sold $1,000.- 
000 of bonds and $300,000 of common stock to 
pay for expansion and improvement of service 
facilities. 


What do our investors expect for the use of 
their money? They expect a fair share of the 
small profit we have left over from dollars re- 
ceived from customers after we pay day by day 
expenses such as wages and taxes. Out of every 
customer’s dollar in 1950 we paid six cents to 
stockholders and less than three cents to bond- 
holders. 


What’ Ahead 


We wish we knew all the answers to that one. 
Business is galloping along with extra prodding 
created by the national emergency. So it seems 
safe to predict a continued high demand for both 
local and long distance service. 

We have already felt the effects of shortages 
and more cuts in materials have been announced. 
A slowdown in expansion of facilities will result 
from this situation. That may mean that people 
wanting telephones will be on waiting lists again. 

The most and best telephone service in the 


world is one of America’s strongest resources. 
In time of emergency it becomes more important. 

One of our big jobs will be to provide this 
essential service to the full extent that our fa- 
cilities and availability of new material will per- 
mit. Almost as important will be intelligent and 
satisfactory explanations of our situation to those 
we can’t serve promptly. 

Most of us have been through this before and 
there’s no reason why we can’t do the same good 
job in the period ahead. 
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Distinguished Visitors 
From Norway 


WO executives of the Norwegian 

Telecommunications Administration 
visited the Lincoln general offices late 
last month to study the Company’s or- 
ganization, operations and administra- 
tion. It was the first stop in a tour of 
this country which will take them to 
several other major independent oper- 
ating companies, Bell operating com- 
panies and manufacturing organiza- 
tions in the telephone and communica- 
tions field. They will also visit the 
Federal Communications Commission 
in Washington. 

The two gentlemen were Wilfred 
Eigeland and Per Ovregard, both divi- 
sional chiefs of the N. T. A. They were 
highly interested in what we had to 
tell them and in turn were very inter- 
esting to talk to about Norway. Both 
spoke English very well although it 
was the first trip to the U. S. A. for 
Mr. Ovregard and the first since 1911 
for Mr. Eigeland. 

The Norwegian telephone system is 
largely government owned and oper- 
ated, they said. All long distance serv- 
ice and 80% of local service is included 
in the government system. The remain- 
ing 20% of local service is furnished by 
40 independent companies. Sixty per 
cent of the telephones are dial operated.

Death Punches No 
Time Clock 


HERE are two workers killed by 

accidents off the job for every 
worker killed on the job, according to 
figures compiled by the Advertising 
Council and the National Safety Coun- 
cil. The number of industrial accidents 
is steadily decreasing but not much 
progress can be shown for accidents 
that happen after working hours. 

On the job we are influenced for 
safety in many ways. Posters hammer 
safety messages. Supervisors talk safe 
working procedures. LT&T rules re- 
quire careful work practices. Safety de- 
vices and safety equipment protect us. 

But if we value our health we should 
not relax once we have finished the day 
and headed for home. We are on our 
own then with few rules to observe. 
When we put up the screens at home 
and use a rickety ladder that the Com- 
pany would have scrapped, there’s no 


one to tell us we can’t. If we behave 
stupidly as pedestrians, there aren’t 
enough police to stop us. If we drive 
badly, we may escape a traffic ticket 
if there is no policeman near. But we 
may wind up in a hospital too—or put 
someone else there. 

These figures are good reason for 
playing safe away from work. Off the 
job accidents kill 33,500 American 
workers a year. They cripple another 


2,600,000. They knock out 60 million 


man-days of wage earning, productive 
time. No one can afford risks like that 
—and the nation can’t afford to lose 
the time in such an emergency as we 
face today. 

So let’s be careful. Remember that 
accidents and death don’t observe 40 
hour weeks. They're on the job 24 
nours a day.

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New Short Haul 
Cable Carrier System 


NEW TYPE of cable carrier system 

known as the N-l went into com- 
mercial use recently in the 46 mile span 
between Harrisburg and Sundbury, 
A development of the 
Bell Telephone Laboratories, it is ex- 
pected to have widespread application 
because of its ability to bring the advan- 
tages of carrier telephony to short haul 
traffic. 

Through its ability to provide 12 
hith quality telephone circuits simul- 
taneously on only two pairs of wires, 
carrier telephony greatly adds to the 
carrying capacity of cables. This advan- 
tage has been realized in the well-known 
K-carrier system over long distances for 
a number of years, but the cost of the 
carrier terminal equipment has pre- 
vented its economical application to 
short haul circuits.

To overcome this, several basic trans- 
mission methods were combined in a 
new and effective way. This was made 
possible by advances in the art of pro- 
ducing small-size, low-cost apparatus. 
The result is the economical N-1 car- 
rier system capable of bringing the 
benefits of this type of transmission to 
distances ranging from 20 to 200 miles. 

An outstanding advantage of the N-l 
system is that it requires only one cable 
to handle transmission in both direc- 
tions, whereas systems re- 
quired two cables, one for each direc- 
tion. The N-1 terminal equipment oc- 
cupies less than one-fifth the space 
necessary for previous carrier systems.

New Rules for Canasta 
OM you Canasta players. You can 


quit your arguing about what is 
right and wrong now. An international 
code standardizing the game’s rules and 
providing an authority for Canasta has 
been compiled jointly by the National 
Canasta Laws Commission of the 
United States and the National Laws 
Commission of Argentina, where the 
game originated. 

Actually the code introduces few 
Instead it takes out many 
variations that have cropped up during 
the Canasta boom and covers several 
points that were vague before. 

Briefly, here they are: You can't 
add more than three wild cards to a 
Canasta. You can’t meld two black 
threes and a wild card and go out. In 
two-hand Canasta you must now have 
two Canastas to go out. After you 
have made a Canasta, a discard of a 
matching card does not freeze the pile 
for you. The discard pile cannot be 
taken if there is only one card in a 
player's hand and one card in the pile. 
No two melds of the same ae can be 
made by the same team. a black 
three is the first card ae an addi- 
tional card must be turned on top of 
it to give the first player a fair choice

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F. E. Behm Hetires After 


30) Years of Service 


N April 1, Forrest E. Behm, gen- 

eral plant superintendent, brought 
to a close the active part of his long 
telephone career. No other employee, 
past or present, can boast of a record 
equal to that of Mr. Behm’s. He wears 
the only 50-year service emblem in our 
organization. It was especially designed 
for him and presented on his golden 
anniversary last October. The years 
amassed to his credit will probably 
stand as a record for all time. Nowadays 
people do not begin their careers as 
young as they once did. 


“F. E.” doesn’t remember what mo- 
tive prompted him to seek employment 
in the telephone field in the fall of 
1900; but he presented himself before 
the wire chief of the old Nebraska 
Telephone Company at Omaha and 
asked for a job. He was told with 
finality that there were no openings. 
His father was acquainted with Casper 
E. Yost, president of the Nebraska Bell, 
and was prevailed upon to intercede 
in his son’s behalf. The elder Behm 
had a visit with Mr. Yost, and a short 
time later “F. E.” was offered a job of 
teamster at $25 per month. 


He worked for the Bell for seven 
years and then committed an act of 
high treason in accepting a job with 
one of the despised independent con- 
cerns, the Automatic Telephone Com- 
pany of Omaha. Here he put in five 
years at installation and maintenance 
work. One day he met M. T. Caster, 
and was offered a job with the Lincoln 
Company. Mr. Behm looked back over 
the twelve years he had spent in the 
industry and was dissatisfied with his 
progress. He agreed to come to Lincoln 
but gave warning that he would stay 
only if it became evident that his efforts 
were to be rewarded. The new com-

pany was in need of the services and 
experience he had to offer and he rose 
rapidly in the organization. 

He began as a special inspector in 
September 1912 astride an unpredict- 
able Excelsior motorcycle. “F. E.” in- 
sists that two street cleaners lost their 
jobs because of him. His numerous 
and painful falls from the two-wheeled 
demon kept the streets clean and his 
clothes in tatters. In January he was 
promoted to special installer, a healthier 
vocation, as it required less association 
with the motorcycle. A vacancy at 
the head of the local plant department 
occurred in August, 1913, and Mr. 
Behm was selected for the job of chief 
of service. In May, 1914, he became 
eastern district plant chief, and dis- 
trict manager in April, 1922. On Jan- 
uary 1, 1930, he was named assistant 
general plant superintendent, and suc- 
ceeded to the head of the plant de- 
partment on the retirement of his form- 


er chief, M. T. Caster, on January 1, 
1939. 


Looking back over the fifty years, 
Mr. Behm points to the telephone re- 
peater as his notion of the greatest con- 
tribution to the progress of the industry. 
It gets its name from the fact that 
it replaces the operators who used to 
repeat long distance conversations for 
the benefit—and to the distress—of 
early toll users. It was not unusual in 
those young days to hear these calls 
being repeated from the switchboard— 
at the very top of the operator’s voice. 
The calls could scarcely be called con- 
fidential. The Lincoln operating room 
had a repeating booth installed in one 
corner from which the calls could be 
repeated without embroiling the entire 


third floor. 


Transportation and good roads have 
done much to aid the plant depart- 
ment in minimizing the damage from 
storms. Mr. Behm points out that it 
is seldom difficult to clear troubles 
when they can be reached; but the old 
time manager with his horse drawn rig 
was at a great disadvantage in that 
respect. He thinks it is remarkable 
that the pole line has survived as the 
backbone of the industry. It was pre- 
dicted, even a half century ago, that 
these exposed sources of trouble and 
expense would be one of the first of 
the undesirable parts of the business 
to be eliminated. 


The Behms plan to remain in Lincoln, 
although one of the immediate orders 
of business in the new days of leisure 
will be the planning of a fishing trip 
through the southern states. Mr. Behm’s 
prowess as a fisherman, even in the 
depopulated Nebraska streams, 1s 
known far and wide. The Confederates 
are undoubtedly going to have more 
respect for the Yankees after “F. E.” 
passes through.

“Well, we got through this winter 
without any sleet damage,’ some of the 
younger fry were saying as March came 
along without too much show of bellig- 
erence. Not so the older heads. They 
had seen lines snap and poles go down 
under ice loads in March plenty of 
times—yes, and in April, too. 

This March lived un to its reputation. 
It socked us with a double barreled 
blow on successive week ends, March 
10 and 11 and on March 17 and 18. 

The first was largely concentrated in 
the Hastings-Sutton area although Sew- 
ard, David City, Friend and York took 
a beating too, on rural lines especially. 


Fifteen towns in the west end were iso- 


lated from periods ranging from several 
hours to several days. Hastings had no 
toll service from 4 P. M., Saturday, un- 
til 11 A. M., the next day, when lines 
to Grand Island were restored. Sutton 
was isolated for several days. Plant 
men say the ice wasn’t extremely heavy 
but it was whipped by terrific winds 
which caused wire breaks by the thou- 
sands—more than 5,000 between Has- 
tings and Sutton, for example. It was 
the worst damage in this respect since 
the tornado of 1930. Twelve heavy con- 
struction crews working in most ad- 
verse weather conditions of bitter cold, 
high winds and slippery poles did a fine 
job of restoring service, as did the local 
plant forces. 

While we were still recovering from 
the first blast, along came an unre- 
quested encore the next week. It was 
less severe although more widespread 
than the first. Damage was caused 
from high winds which whipped the 
lines into shorts and crosses. There 
were fewer line breaks and in both 
storms there were no poles down. The 
storm area reached to the Company’s 
eastern boundary. Many toll and farm 
lines in the Nebraska City - Syracuse 
area were down. Lincoln and the sur- 
rounding rural areas had 650 telephones 
out of order. Service men working all 
day Sunday had most of them back in 
that evening.

EVENTY-FIVE years ago—on 
"March 10, 1876—a spoken sentence 
was heard over a wire strung between 
adjacent rooms in the garret of a Boston 
boarding house and, with that accom- 
plishment, the telephone was born. 

The occasion had not been arranged 
and rehearsed as, we suspect, had been 
the sending of the first message over 
the Morse telegraph 32 years before. 
The first noble phrase of the telegraph 
was “What hath God wrought?” Alex- 
ander Graham Bell’s first decipherable 


words over the telephone were “Mr. 
Watson, come here, I want you.” But 
telephone folk have become proud of 
that homely message. It was a call 
for help, directed to one specific per- 
son. Even in its babbling beginnings 
the telephone administered to a human 
need. 

Bell received his patent grant on 
March 7, 1876. Three days later Wat- 
son heard the first distinguishable 
words over the invention. The original 
patent broadly covered the electrical 
transmission of speech 
and other sounds, An- 
other patent, covering 
important mechanical 
features of the appar- 
atus, was granted on 
January 30, 1877. 
Many patents 
were issued before and 
after these to Mr. Bell, 
but these two were

known as “The Bell Patents.” They 
are said to have been the most valuable 
ever issued. They gave to Alexander 
Bell and his associates a- veritable 
monopoly in the telephone industry 
and for 17 years withstood the battering 
of an endless stream of contests at 
law; for after claims of priority by 
Gray, Dolbear, Reis and several other 
inventors backed by powerful com- 
petitive interests, the Bell Company 
itself struck out continuously at in- 
dividuals and organizations intent on 
invading the field. 

When it at last became established 
that any method of communication em- 
ploying undulatory current for the 
transmission of speech was doomed to 
be declared an infringement on the Bell 
patents, the improvements devised by 
numerous inventors were purchased and 
incorporated into the development of 
the instrument by the Bell Company. 
From Edison came the carbon transmit- 
ter, far superior to their own. Dr. 
Channing and his fellow scientists at 
Providence made the telephone port- 
able and devised the first hand réceiver- 
transmitter. Dolbear contributed the 
permanent magnet in the receiver and 
Blake improved Edison’s transmitter to 
such an extent that a normal voice 
could be used in telephone conversa- 
tions. 

There was so much yet to be known 
and discovered in those young days. 
It may have been just as well that the 
original trail blazers could not look 75 
years into the future. The complexity 
of modern telephony would surely 
have astounded—and might have dis- 
couraged-—them. During these years 
the discoveries of thousands of men 
and women have been tried and tested, 
developed or cast aside as the voice 
of the telephone has strained at its 
bonds; ever reaching for greater dis- 
tance, for clearer quality and for better 


service. 

Two years after Bell’s invention 
there were 3,000 telephones in the 
United States. The first commercial 
exchange was opened in New Haven, 
Conn., in January, 1878, and was soon 
followed by others throughout the 


country. The telephone came to Ne-

The receiver and transmitter were com- 
bined in one unit and the operator was sig- 
nalled by the push button. Ned’s telephone 
career dates back to 1891, farther than any 
other LT&T employee. He retired in 1946. 
braska the same year with the organi- 
zation of a company at Omaha. 

Demands for service became so heavy 
that the maze of open wire along city 
streets threatened, in the words of one 
writer, to “blot out the sun.” The in- 
vention of lead sheathed cable in the 
1880's answered this problem and by 
1900 most principal city streets were 
cleared of overhead wire. Telephones 
in this then numbered 
1322200): 

The first dial exchange was opened 
at La Porte, Indiana, in 1892 by an 
Independent company and the first suc- 
cessful dial installation was made in 
Nebraska by our Company in Lincoln 
in 1904. 

By 1897, long distance lines reached 
from New York to Omaha and the first 
transcontinental call was made in 1915 
following the invention of the vacuum 
tube amplifier in 1912. 

From 1920 to 1930 the handset was 
introduced commercially, men talked by 
telephone across the Atlantic and from 
ship to shore. Nationwide radio broad- 
casting networks were inaugurated, 
television was demonstrated by wire 
and radio in 1927, and in color in 1930. 
Coaxial cable was invented in 1929.

Waunda McDowell and Delores Michael of the Lincoln business office try to make con- 
versation over a model of the telephone exhibited by Bell at the Philadelphia Centennial 
Exposition a few months after his initial success. Intercession by an old friend, Emperor 
Dom Pedro of Brazil, brought Bell's invention to the attention of a group of famous scientists 
at the exposition and the telephone received a burst of publicity that sent it off to a flying 


start in the scientific world. 


In the next ten years much progress 
was made in converting service to dial 
and by 1940 about 60% of telephones 
in metropolitan areas were dial oper- 
ated. LT&T converted 17 exchanges to 
dial operation in this period. The first 
round-the-world call was made in 1935 
and in 1940 the first TV program was 
transmitted by coaxial cable from Phila- 
delphia to New York. 

The transcontinental underground toll 
cable was laid in 1941, part of it 
through LT&T territory. Mobile serv- 
ice was introduced in 1946 and later 
that year was successfully demonstrated 
at Lincoln. LT&T was the first In- 
dependent company to offer this serv- 
ice. The past decade has also seen the 
improvement of long distance service 
by operator toll dialing. About one 
third of the nation’s 
calls are now handled 
this way—about 20% 
of LT&T’s. More than 
18,000 miles of coaxial 
cable and _ radio-relay 
channels have been 
placed in operation in 
the past five years.

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Work of Many Men Led To 
liscovery of the Telephone 


By JOE HARTLEY 


In the earliest recorded ambitions of man, as he emerged 
from out of the dawn of history, we find him trying to 
project his voice and thoughts beyond the limits imposed 
on them by nature, to reach out ever farther in his com- 
munication with others. 


We hear him beating his deep-throated tom-tom in the 
depths of the jungle and hallooing through a ram’s horn 
megaphone. In the mind’s eye we see his smoke signal rising 
on the horizon or his flashing heliograph on top of an 
ancient hill, All these were efforts at far speaking, or 
telephoning. 

For the “telephone” means far speaking. It is derived 
from two Greek words, “tele,” afar; and “phonin,” to speak. 
Many years before Bell made his great discoverey the word 
was used by Charles Wheatstone as the name of his device 
for transmitting the sound of the voice along a wooden rod. 
The contrivance was similar to the “lovers” telegraph,” the 
simplest form of acoustical telephone. 


From the time Franklin drew a spark from the clouds 
on the cord of his kite, knowledge of electricity was accumu- 
lated; and each new discovery of its strange properties was 
applied toward the premise that the voice of man might one 
day be carried over a wire. | 

LeSage exhibited the first device for electric communica- 
tion more than 175 years ago in Switzerland. It operated 
by use of frictional electricity, a force of little power and 
which was almost uncontrollable. 

In 1820 Oersted observed that an electric current would 
deflect a magnetic needle; and Arago and Day shared in the 
discovery that a piece of iron, surrounded by a spiral wire 
through which a current passed would become magnetic. 
From this fact Ampere advanced his brilliant hypothesis 
of magnetism, though no practical result came from it until 
1825 when Sturgeon made the first simple electro magnet. 


An attempt to use Sturgeon’s coil to produce a telegraph 
failed in 1829, but in the next year Professor Henry trans- 
mitted intelligence for more than a mile by coded vibrations 
of a polarized relay armature. In 1834 Grauss and Weber 
were sending signals over a 15,000 foot line by the oscilla- 
tions of a magnetic needle. Three years later Steinheil found 
that the earth would serve as a conductor, thereby saving 
one wire in forming a circuit. 

Then, in 1844, came Morse, with the final answer 
to the problems of the telegraph, when he put his 
system into successful operation between Baltimore 
and Washington.

(At right) The “‘Consoli- 
dated” desk telephone of 1895 featured the bells mounted 
behind the transmitter and the generator in the base. 


During this period of growing electrical knowledge the 
vision of the telephone became clearer and more alluring to 
men of science. The theory of electrical transmission of 
speech was outlined by Charles Bourseul as early as 1854. 
The secret of the electro magnet, the integral part of the 
telephone, lay bare before them. It was written in the stars 
that very soon the method of imposing speech,—in its elec- 
trical counterpart,—upon a wire, would soon be discovered. 


The first successful attempt to construct an electric tele- 
phone was made in 1861 by Philip Reis, a German, who was 
able to transmit musical notes with a measure of fidelity but 
could not duplicate the experiment when using the human 
voice with its complexity of overtones and inflections. 


We are familiar with Alexander Graham Bell’s experi- 
ments and how, in March 1876, they resulted in a spoken 
sentence being transmitted electrically. 


Mr. Bell was a very fortunate young man, because other 
inventors were, at the same time, very close to the solution 
of the evasive problem. Elisha Gray, of Chicago, filed a 
caveat, describing his telephone, in the patent office on 
February 14, 1876. It was on this same day that Bell applied 
for a patent on his model telephone which had not, as yet, 
communicated the sound of the human voice. 

Thomas Edison and Professor Dolbear of Tufts College 
were also on the right track at this time, but were mainly 
occupied with other pursuits. Elisha Gray's costly blunder 
was to let the days and weeks slip by without building his 
model. Years afterward an instrument was constructed ex- 
actly as described in his caveat and found capable of trans- 
mitting speech! It appears that Elisha Gray might have been 
declared the telephone’s inventor had he proved his claim 
at that time. 

The upshot of the matter was that the Bell patents were 
tested at law and found valid. They gave the infant Bell 
Company a monopoly in the telephone business, for the 
patents covered the method of sending a voice by wire and 
not by the machines by which the wonder was performed. 


Infringers were many and firmly rooted; some of them 
were able to draw out litigation for many years but in the 
end they all capitulated. But they served a noble purpose, 
for in their efforts to evade the area covered by the patents, 
many of them reached new heights in ingenuity. Some of 
their innovations were patentable, and later incorporated into 
the basic design of the Bell telephone. 

As in nature, much of the progress of our business has 
been made through trial and error. It is hard to believe that 
our modern telephones must claim the atavic instruments 
pictured on this page as members of their family tree. 


Grass Roots T; binking About Utilities 


PS in the telephone business will find much to think 

about in the following remarks made in a speech deliv- 
ered before a group of Michigan public officials by Schuyler 
L. Marshall, a member of the Michigan Public Service 
Commission for the past six years and for many years editor 
and publisher of a weekly newspaper in Michigan: 


I favor a fair profit for utilities. It is in the public 
interest. 


I am not against big business. Big business is big because 
the public makes it big—by demanding its product. 


Inflation Americas Greatest Threat 


I believe inflation is the greatest threat to America 
today. I fear inflation because it distorts value by changing 
the yardstick of value—the American dollar. Inflation con- 
fuses and alarms the public. Inflation is the convenient tool 
of irresponsible demagogues. It is an insidi- 
ous and dishonest method of repudiating a 
debt. 

I have been a member of the Michigan 
Public Service Commission for six years. I 
recognize as never before the fundamental 
services of utilities—electric power, gas fuel, 
telephone communication and rapid trans- 
portation — to be foundation stones of our 
state and national economy. These services 
affect the economic life of every family, every 
commercial and industrial concern. 

In the past six years I have observed that 
nothing can have such a disastrous and adverse 
effect on the economy of a given area as a 
poorly managed, improperly financed utility. 

Utilities are not immune from the effects 
of inflation. Utilities have been hit by the 
same economic cross-currents which have 
made the 1940 $5,000 home cost $10,000 of 
today’s 57-cent dollars. This same inflation- 
ary influence has made the 35-cent haircut 
cost $1.00; the $1,000 small car cost $2,000: 
the $35 suit of clothes cost $65 to $85, etc. 
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Good Rates—Good Service Important to Consumers, 
Workers and Investin e Public 


There are three general classes of people who are 
directly concerned with the rates of utilities: 

(1) The consumer who pays the rates. In terms of 
hours worked, bushels of wheat, pounds of beef or pork— 
or almost any other commodity—utility services are today, 
the biggest bargain on the market. 

(2) The utility workers whose wages are dependent 
upon the utilities income. Utility wages have been increased 
apace the cost of living and are comparable to those paid 
in other industries. 
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(3) The investing public whose savings-dollars are 
loaned to pay for utility plants in service. Dividends to the 
common stockholders continue to be held to 6 per cent to 
7 per cent—without regard to the decreased purchasing 
power of the dollar. 

On the one hand, the Michigan Public Service Commis- 
sion is designed to protect the public from exorbitant rates 
and to define and regulate conditions of service to the 
public. On the other hand, it is charged with the respon- 
sibility of allowing utilities to earn a fair return on the fair 
value of their property—enough to enable them to give good 
service and enough to enable them to attract capital for 
expansion. 


Ti elephone Business Most Hazardous 


Among the utilities, the telephone business is the most 
hazardous. By its nature it requires a much larger per cent 
of personnel than any other utility and its 
expenses are affected in a greater degree by 
increased wages than any other utility. Con- 
trasted with the electric industry, the tele- 
phone companies are much more vulnerable 
to fluctuating economic conditions. 

Since 1940, the number of telephones in 
Michigan has doubled—this has been a period 
of inflation and free spending. Past experience 
shows that in a period of depression, as com~ 
pared to other utilities, telephone companies 
lose a larger percentage of their subscribers, 
and they are left with the same capital invest- 
ment—the same plant that they built to take 
care of a maximum number. 

As contrasted with gas and electric in- 
dustry, the telephone industry requires no 
capital investment from its subscribers, while 
to install either gas or electric service the 
average home owner must invest in appliances 
and wiring which may cost as little as $250 
or as much as $1,000. Obviously, in times 
of depression, electric and gas facilities are 
continued in the average home while the tele- 
phone may be the first to be discontinued. 


Utilities Onned By Many People 


It seems to be a popular belief among many people 
that utilities are owned by wealthy individuals. This is far 
from the truth. Probably 90 per cent of the men in this 
room own utility stock indirectly and don’t know it. Surely 
you own utility stock if you have any life or fire insurance, 
because the life and fire insurance companies are the largest 
buyers of utility securities. Investment bankers invest the 
money of their depositors in utility securities—as does your 
home town banker to a limited degree.

Cable Trouble 


Crete’s problem stemmed from a dif- 
ferent source. The construction depart- 
ment’s mechanical digger, boring a hole 
in preparation for resetting a riser pole, 
encountered the cable at a spot in 
which there was no logical reason for 
it to be—and cut it in two. The mishap 
severed connections of 175 city sub- 
scribers, 20 carrying business classifi- 
cation. The accident happened at 8:30 
A. M., April 26, and all telephones were 
back in operation twelve hours later. 

In the picture below a foxhole has 
been dug around the break, exposing 
the cable, while G. C. Artz and Don 
Frankforter are hard at the intricate 
task of splicing through. Neal Schap- 
paugh, splicer’s helper is partly hidden 
by the pole.

Cable Move Uver The Blue 


pe Construction Department had an unusual and diffi- 

cult problem of cable transfer tossed in its lap this spring 
when work was started on a new highway bridge over the 
Blue river south of Beatrice. 


A large cable over the river formerly 
attached to the old bridge had to be 
moved 120 feet east to form a long span 
between poles on opposite banks. In 
addition, 120 feet of the cable had to be 
cut out and a splice made. To add to the problem there 
could be no interruption to service while this was being done 
and it was not possible to put in new cable because there 
was none available. 

The Department sent General Foreman Art Holcomb 
and Foreman Ray Boling to look over the situation and come 
up with an answer. They did just that and briefly this is 
how it was done.

(Right) The completed job showing the 404 foot span between 
55 foot poles on the river’s banks. Two messenger strands across 
the river hold the cable.

N- May 22 Polk joined the list of 
dial operated exchanges. The cut- 
Over was a smocthy,” which isn’t news, 
for most of the recent conversions have 
been made without much ripple or 
excitement. Mayor Marvin Fredrick- 
son did the brief honors at the cere- 
mony, and placed the first long dis- 
tance call, which was received by 
Merle M. Hale, general commercial 
superintendent at Lincoln.

The manual switchboard now being 
replaced by the dial equipment was 
installed in 1922 with an initial list 
of 528 subscribers.

New Essential Industry List 


On April 7 the Department of Com- 
merce issued a revised list of essential 
industries for guidance of the Defense 
Department in scheduling calls for re- 
cervists to active duty and for local 
draft boards in determining draft de- 
ferments. ~Communication Services” 
and the “Production of Communica- 
ticns Equipment” are among the 25 
essential industries (compared with 72 
‘1 a similar list issued last August). 
These two classifications include tele- 
phone companies and manufacturers of 
the equipment they use. It does not 
follow however, that all jobs in these 
classifications are entitled to draft- de- 
ferment. Deferments will still be up 
to individual draft boards. 


Storm Trouble Again 


ORRENTIAL rains, high winds and 

lightning on May 30, May 31 and 
June 1 combined to cause much dam- 
age to telephone plant and put about 
3,500 telephones out of service in the 
Eastern, Central and Southern districts. 
Resulting floods set new records for 
high water at some points but did com- 
paratively little damage to telephone 
facilities. However, blocked highways 
from flood waters and general storm 
conditions at David City, Wahoo, Ash- 
land, Lincoln, Seward, Crete and 
Beatrice resulted in a great increase in 
long distance calls. Two to four hour 
delays were posted on calls at most of 
these points. 


Wahoo was cut off by high water on 
three sides and had about 300 tele- 
phones out of service. Many of these 
resulted from a broken cable after a 
tree crashed through the line. Ashland 
was also hard hit by flood waters. A 
large cable was pulled apart here after 
the pole was washed out. Twenty 
telephones were submerged under flood 
waters and had to be replaced. At 
Ithaca, water was flowing under the 
exchange building and there were two 
inches of water on the floor under the 
dial equipment, which continued to 
Operate, however. David City had four 
feet of water in the basement and 
about 250 telephones out of service in 
the area, The basement of the Dun- 
bar office was flooded but service was 
not disrupted. All toll circuits to Rising 
City were out. 


About 2,000 telephones were out of 
service at Lincoln and other exchanges 
In the Central District. Much of this 
trouble resulted from wet cable. Forty 
Cases of cable trouble were repaired, 
the most serious of which were in un- 
derground cable near the Stuart Build- 
Ing and at 22nd and A and an over- 
head cable at 14th and Van Dorn. 
These put nearly 1,000 telephones out 
Of service, 300 of which were in the 
main business district. Fifteen tele- 
Phones: were damaged in flood waters 
as Compared with 335 in last year’s high 
water. Much of this improvement can 
be attributed to the transfer of wiring 
and protectors from basements to the 
sides of buildings above ground. This 
was done on a wide scale in the Salt 
Creek lowlands after the 1950 flood. 


Flood waters at Seward, Crete and 


Beatrice reached all time high marks 
but damage from the floods to tele- 
phone lines was not great. About 30 
telephcnes were out of service at Sew- 
ard, 15 of which were under water and 
had to be replaced. About 220 tele- 
phones were out of service in the 
Southern District. Flood waters reached 
the back door of the Crete office. 

Operating departments in the flood 
areas had a few hectic days trying to 
keep up with the large number of calls 
that followed the storm. Seward had 
848 calls on June 1, nearly double the 
nermal traffic, while Wahoo recorded 
839 on May 31, about 350 to 400 above 
normal. The flood didn’t reach Beatrice 
until June 2 when 1,145 long distance 
calls were recorded, about 400 above 
normal. 


Lincoln had one of the busiest days 
on record on June 2. Calls from cus- 
tomers came in faster than they could 
be recorded and there was a four hour 
delay to all points during most of the 
day. There also was delay in answering 
and completing incoming calls from 
other exchanges. It was Saturday and 
a short force of operators was scheduled 
to work. However, many girls off duty 
reported for work and others were 
called. Several former operators now 
working in other departments were 
called to help out with the rush. The 
number of calls recorded was 5,601. 
This is just short of the all time high 
of 5,641 set during the Christmas bliz- 
zard of 1948. However, operators 
could not remember when they had 
seen so many lights standing unan- 
swered on the boards and it is esti- 
mated that several hundred more calls 
would have been recorded if sufficient 
personnel and facilities had been avail- 


able.

The new span across the river is 404 
feet long and runs between two 55 foot 
poles owned jointly by the Company 
and the Beatrice Water and Light De- 
partment. There are two messenger 
strands across the river—one to which 
the cable is spun and the other running 
above it and attached to the lower 
strand by three suspension strands. 

The cable contains 224 local circuits 
as Well as toll circuits from Beatrice to 
Wymore, Marysville, Fairbury and He- 
bron and from Lincoln to Fairbury and 
Topeka. 

Participating in the job in addition 
to those mentioned were the heavy 
crews of foremen George Wasson and 
R. E. Hibbert. Francis Nickelson oper- 
ated the cable spinner across the north 
half of the new span, removing the old 
rings as he went; George Wasson then 
took over for the south half.

of materials and supplies cost the Company $687,693 last 
year. That’s part of the reason why our investment was 
$533 for every telephone gained in 1950, The investment 
per telephone in service at the beginning of the year 
was $198. 

Service and construction men do the Company a real 
service when they are careful in the use of materials. Save 
that piece of wire that won't quite reach for this job, for 
instance. It may do nicely for the next. And it takes only 
a moment to pick up brackets, sleeves and such things 
dropped from poles or ladders. People working inside can 
take a tip also and not waste things they use. Office sup- 
plies are expensive too. 

About any way you look at it, avoiding waste is just 
part of doing a good job. And in this time of national 
emergency it’s a help to Uncle Sam in the effort to conserve 
essential materials for national defense. 
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The “Gilliland Harness’’ of 1880 was a 
six plus pound transmitter and receiver bal- 
anced on a shoulder harness. The yoke was 
strapped in back to a leather belt around 
the waist. 


In 1890 a breast-plate transmitter was de- 
vised to use with a headband receiver. The 
model worn by Marlene Thompson, above, 
dates back to about this time. It is all white 
and was used at Crete for many years. The 
set worn by Doris Kramer at right represents 


the type developed in 1927. Considerably 


lighter and more efficient than earlier models, 
it was the standard set until 1946 and is still 
used at many exchanges. 
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OW would you like to strap on a 

leather harness and put in a busy 
day lugging around a six pound trans- 
mitter and receiver such as the girl a 
left is wearing? The “Voice with a 
Smile” might sound a bit droopy at the 
end of the day—suppose? 


Yet in 1880 the “Gilliland Harness” 
such as the young lady is wearing was 
considered quite ingenious and a def- 
inite improvement over former models. 
The first operator's set in 1878 was 
simply a combined transmitter and 
receiver similar in appearance to an old 
fashioned telephone receiver. The op- 
erator used the same end for both 
talking and listening. 


The next year a headset with the 
receiver in one end and the transmitter

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in the other was devised. However, 
both of these required the use of one 
of the operator’s hands. The “Gilliland 
Harness” did have the advantage of 
leaving both hands free to work—if 
the operator had strength left after 
wearing the harness for a few hours. 

The first breast plate transmitter and 
head band receiver, similar in appear- 
ance to the sets worn by Mar- 
lene Thompson and Doris Kramer at 
left center, came in 1900 and with some 
improvements and variations, was the 
basic operator's set until 1946 when 
the present type was introduced. The 
new sets weigh only about six ounces 
and are much more comfortable and 
efficient than former models. 


Below, we see another 1880 model with the 
transmitter mounted on an arm extending 
from the switchboard. The receiver was at- 
tached to the transmitter by a steel bracket. 
This arrangement required the operator’s head 
to be in one place constantly while talking.

W.E. Bell and Walter Rabb 
Taken By Death 


Walter Rabb 


ILLIAM EDWIN BELL, for many 

years general commercial superin- 
tendent for the Company, died at Has- 
tings on Sunday, June 17, at the age 
of 84, 


Mr. Bell began his telephone career 
as one of the organizers of the York 
County Telephone Company in 1902. 
He took over the active management 
of the Company at its inception and 
began to solicit subscribers for the pro- 
posed exchange, the understanding be- 
ing that no charge would be made for 
service until the York Company had at 
least two hundred subscribers. The 
Company was enabled to make charges 
within less than a year from its organ- 
ization, and Mr. Bell remained as secre- 
tary and general manager until the sale 
of its properties to the L. T. & T. 
Company in 1912. 


Mr. Bell then entered the latter or- 
ganization as Northern district com- 
mercial manager. He continued to live 
in York, however, until 1914 when he 
established his office in Lincoln. When 
Commercial Superintendent R. E. Mat- 
tison was elected general manager 1n 
1921. Mr. Bell succeeded him as head 
of the commercial department and con: 
tinued in that position until his retire- 
ment February 1, 1934. He became at- 
fectionately known as “W.E.” during 
these years, and served his position with 
great credit during this period of un 
stable economy. After retirement he 
founded the W. E. Bell and Company, 
an investment and brokerage concern 
and carried on his work with this or 


ganization until his last illness. 
While a resident of Lincoln he was 
4 ‘ _ reas gg depo LOrtic 
very active in Westminste! | resbyterian 
Church and held various lay offices, 


including elder, in that organization. 
He was a charter member of the Frank 
H. Woods Chapter of the Independent 
Telephone Pioneer Association. His 
son, Donald, of Hastings was formerly 
district commercial manager’ for the 
Company there. 


Walter Rabb, who retired from ac- 
tive service at York in 1941, died at his 
home at Lynwood, California, on the 
morning of June 24, following a long 
illness. He was 65. 


Mr. Rabb’s debut into the industry 
was made at David City in December 
1915 and he became associated with our 
Company with the purchase of that 
exchange from the Surprise Telephone 
Company in 1916. He worked as in- 
staller and repairman until the follow- 
ing year when he began a long career 
as manager, first at the exchanges of 
Bruno, Brainard and Dwight, then in 
1919 at Milford, where he remained for 
nine years. In 1928 Walter went to 
Stromsburg as exchange manager and 
in 1934 was transferred to York as 
switchboardman. 


Shortly after his retirement the fam- 
ily moved to California and since that 
time have made that state their home. 
Mr. Rabb was a charter member of the 
Frank H. Woods Chapter, Independent

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The new building under construction at 
15th and M Streets at Lincoln and all of the 
new equipment that will go in it will cost 
many hundreds of thousands of investors’ 
dollars. This building is the 26th new ex- 
change building the Company has had to 
construct in the past six years. Other major 
enes are at Hastings, Platismouth, Tecumseh 
and Humboldt. Eventually the new Lin- 
coln building will rise eight stories high. 


About 20% of ihe calls in the Company’s 
territory are now handled by the operators’ 
dialing the distant numbers direct through 
intertoll dial equipment. We now have two 
dial toll centers, one at Tecumseh pictured 
above and the other at Hastings. The next 
big one will go into service at Lincoln. 


We had $155,000 invested in motor vehicles 
in 1945. Today we have 445,000. Number of 
vehicles increased from 131 to 205. It takes a 
lot of cars and trucks to furnish good tele- 
phone service—and it takes a lot of dollars 
saved by investors to buy them. 


@ es of the most significant things 

about the telephone business since 
the end of World War II has been 
the continuing and insistent demand 
of the public for more and more tele- 
phone service. At the conclusion of 
World War II The Lincoln Telephone 
and Telegraph Company was utilizing 
its existing plant facilities at nearly 
maximum capacity. The problem con- 
fronting the Company has, therefore, 
since the end of World War II, in- 
volved a continuous expansion of the 
Company's physical plant and _ this 
work has moved forward as rapidly as 


practicable under all the conditions that 
existed. 


The story of this expansion could 
be told by recounting the new buildings 
that have been built, the new central 
office equipment that has been in- 
stalled, and the progress that has been 
made in the conversion from manual 
to dial operation. It can also be re- 
counted in the increased dollars that, 
from year to year, have represented 
the Company’s investment in its Plant. 
It is these financial aspects of the 
Company's problems that will be dis- 
cussed here. 


Since 1945 the net additions to the 
Plant of The Lincoln Telephone and 
Telegraph Company, expressed in dol- 
lars, are as follows:

In the first 5 months of 1951 the 
Plant Account increased by $730,724, 
making a total increase in the Plant 
Account, since the first of January, 
1946, of $8,687,412. The greater part 
of these millions of new dollars going 
into the Plant Account have had to be 
provided by new capital and it has, 
therefore, been necessary that the fi- 
nancial needs of the Company have 
continuous attention during the past 
five years.

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The Company’s capital structure 1s 
made up of indebtedness which con- 
sists of mortgage bonds and equity cap- 
ital consisting of preferred stock, com- 
mon stock and surplus. It is necessary 
to keep a proper balance between these 
various types of capital as new capital is 
secured. If the Company undertook to 
secure all of its new capital through 
selling additional long-term bonds, the 
proportion of debt would soon be- 
come too heavy in relation to the 
equity capital, and the 
credit of the Company would be 
impaired. Therefore, the financial 
program of the Company since (949 
has involved both the sale of addi- 
tional bonds and_ the securing of 
additional equity capital through the 
sale of common stock. 

The Company's outstanding bonds, 
which mature January 1, 1976, are 
issued under what 1s known as an 
open-end indenture, which permits the 
issuance of additional bonds as the 
property account of the Company 1s 
increased. Additional bonds have been 
sold 4 times since 1945; $1,000,0C0 in 
December 1947, 1,000,000 in July 1948, 
$1,000,000 in May 1949 and $1,000,000 
in May 1950. These additional gales 
have resulted in increasing the Com 
pany’s outstanding bonded debt to a 
total of $7,500,000, and the fact that 
the Company has carefully safeguarded

Investors’ money pays for such things as new buildings, 
automobiles, trucks, poles, cable, wire, telephones, switchboards, 
dial equipment, typewriters and furniture. At the present time 
it takes $15,991 of investors’ money to provide the plant and 
equipment to back up the job for you and each other LT&T 


Money received from customers pays for expenses such as 
wages and taxes and pays investors a fair return for the use 
of their money. Last year stockholders received six cents and bondholders a little 
less than three cents out of each dollar our customers paid us for telephone service. 


It is important that we keep on givirg good service so that our customers will 
want it. Also that the rates for that service are high enough so we can pay our 
bills and have enough left for investors. Otherwise our securities would become 
less attractive than others on the marke: and people woudn’t want to invest their

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its credit during the period has per- 
mitted the bonds to be sold on a favor- 
able basis. 

To maintain its high credit stand- 
ing, the Company has three times dur- 
ing the same period sold additional 
common stock and has thus increased 
the equity behind the bonds as the 
bond debt has increased. 

Under the laws of Delaware, where 
The Lincoln Telephone and Telegraph 
Company is incorporated, the common 
stockholders of the Company have 
pre-emptive rights. This means that 
any additional common stock that is 
sold must first be offered to the com: 
mon stockholders so that they may 
have the opportunity of buying their 
proportionate share of the new issue. In 
July 1948, the Company offered its 
common stockholders the right to buy 
15.000 shares of common stock at $20 
per share, cach stockholder having the 
right to buy 1 new share for each 8 
shares owned. As a result of this offer- 
ing the stockholders purchased 13,644 
shares, leaving 1,356 shares unsub- 
scribed. These 1,356 shares were 1m- 
mediately offered to the employees tor 
subscription at $20 per share. The 
offering was oversubscribed and it was 
necessary to allot the stock pro rata 
on each subscription received. 


In March 1950, the Company again 


offered its common stockholders the 
right to subscribe for 15,000 shares 
of common stock at $20 per share, in 
the ratio of 1 new share for each 9 
shares owned. This offering resulted in 
subscriptions for 14,160 shares by the 
stockholders, leaving 840 shares unsub- 
scribed. The 840 shares unsubscribed 
were again offered to the employees at 
$20 per share and the offering was 
again oversubscribed by the employees 
and the stock was allotted pro rata. 


In May of this year the Company 
again offered its common stockholders 
the right to purchase additional com- 
mon stock. Since the offering in 1950 
the regulations of the Securities and 
Exchange Commission governing the 
offering of stock were changed and the 
Company was only able to offer 10,002 
shares of stock, or at the ratio of 1 
share for each 15 shares owned by the 
stockholders. The stock was offered 
for subscription at $24 per share and 
9.617 shares were subscribed, leaving 
385 shares unsubscribed. The 385 
shares were immediately offered to the 
employees for subscription at $24 per 
share and the offering was again over- 
subscribed and it was necessary to 
allot pro, rata the stock available. 

As a result of these various sales of 
common stock the Company now has 
outstanding 160,034 shares of common 
stock. The Company has been success- 
ful in maintaining a reasonable balance 
between its outstanding debt and the 
Company's equity capital, so that at the 
present time the Company’s outstanding 
debt, consisting of $7,500,000 of bonds, 
represents slightly less than 45% of the 
Company’s total capital structure. 


The Company has not yet reached 
the end of the expansion of its physical 
plant, as a major expansion is now in 
progress to provide adequate facilities 
for Lincoln. New financing will be re’ 
quired to pay for this expansion, but 
the exact nature of the program 
through which these funds will be se- 
cured has not yet been determined. 
Economic conditions affect the finan- 
cial markets of the country and have 
their influence on the type of financing 
that may be found most advisable. The 
Company will continue to make every 
effort to preserve its present high 
credit rating and this is the best assur 
ance that the necessary financing can 


be arranged as needed. 


Forty-one exchanges have been converted 
from manual to dial service since 1945. This 
has involved much new dial switching equip- 
ment, buildings, poles, cable, wire, telephones 
and other material and equipment. We got 
the money to pay for this through the sale 
of stocks and bonds. The dial equipment 
shown above is part of the new Hastings in- 
stallation,

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All of our exchanges will some day be dial 
operated but in the meantime additions must 
be made to manual switchboards, We have 
to do this to keep up with the growth in 
service even though we know that before 
many years the manual boards will be re- 
placed with dial equipment. An example 
is this recent enlargement of the York 
switchboard. 


Construction crews like this one on the job 
near Harvard have been busy since the War 
putting up new lines and cable to keep up 
with the growing demands for service. In- 
vestors’ savings pay for such service im- 
provements. Since 1945 we have added 33,494 
miles of wire to our plant facilities.

Radio Relay Spans the Continent 


OMMUNICATIONS history was 
made on August 17 when the 
American Telephone and Telegraph 
Company's new transcontinental radio 
relay system was put in service carry- 
ing long distance messages across the 
country. Shortly after, on September 4, 
coast-to-coast television was inaugurated 
over the new system with a telecast 
of the Japanese peace conference in San 
Francisco. This was a temporary hook- 
up made at the request of the State De- 
partment. Cross country television on a 
commercial basis will start later this 
month and in time for the world series. 


The new 40 million dollar radio relay 
system consists principally of 107 relay 
towers which zig-zag across the coun- 
try from New York through Pitts- 
burgh, Cleveland, Toledo, Chicago, 
Davenport, Des Moines, Omaha, Den- 


One of the relay towers in the cross coun- 
try chain is located near Bellwood in LT&T 
territory. About 200 feet high, it is of steel 
construction and connects with a tower to 
the east at Arlington and to the west with 
one at Fullerton. Four box-like antennas are 
located on the top, two for receiving and 
two for transmitting. Signals are received 
from towers to the east or west, carried down 


ver, Salt Lake City to San Francisco. 
The towers, some of steel and some of 
concrete, are equipped with antennas 
for sending and receiving microwave 
radio beams which are used for the 
transmission of long distance conversa- 
tions and television. Transmission over 
the system is on a line-of-sight basis so 
the towers are spaced on high points 
averaging 30 miles apart. 


When fully equipped, the system will 
carry six broad band channels across 
the country in each direction. One pair 
of channels can carry some 500 simul- 
taneous telephone conversations or two 
television programs—one in each direc- 
tion. At present, only one pair of chan- 
nels is in use. The microwave chain 
was started in the East late in 1947 and 
has been in use for television as far 
west as Omaha for nearly a year.

SUCCESSFUL drive was made re- 
cently by the Western District to 
increase the number of accounts paid 
by the “bank collection’”” method.

Microwave Radio Relay 


HE Peninsular Telephone Company, 
Tampa, Florida, became the first 
independent telephone company to 
adopt the microwave radio relay sys- 
tem of transmission in furnishing tele- 
phone service. The company, which is 
the third largest in the Independent 
branch of the industry, is completely 
dial and operates approximately 160,000 
telephones in West-Central Florida. It 
has ordered the building of a microwave 
radio relay link between its Tampa and 
Bartow central offices, a distance of 40 
miles. The link will augment existing 
wire line circuits and provide an alter- 
nate route in the event of wire or cable 
failure.

Keport on the New Lincoln Building 


“Sidewalk foremen” walking by 15th and M Streets on August 22 got this 
view of construction in progress on the new Lincoln equipment building. Remov- 
able metal pans supported by wooden framework formed the mold into which 
concrete was poured for the first floor’s 8 inch by 14 inch joists and 24 inch 
by 36 inch main beams. Over this a concrete floor slab will be laid. 


Joists run north and south and beams east and west. Heavy dark lines in the 
lower picture mark the location of beams. Distinguishable near the wall of the 
adjacent building is the “cable slot” over which the main frame, running north 


and south, will be placed. 


The picture above shows 
the two steam boilers each 
of which weigh nearly 10 
tons, being lowered by a 
crane into the basement. 
Each boiler is 10 feet high, 
12% feet long and 6% feet 
wide and has capacity to 
heat the entire building in 
its ultimate eight story size. 


Since these pictures were 
taken, concrete for the first 
floor has been poured and 
the wooden framework for 
the second floor supports 
has been started. It was ex- 
pected that concrete for this 
floor and for the 32 inch 
square reinforced concrete 
columns between floors 
would be poured the latter 
part of September, weather 
permitting. Height between 
floors will be 17 feet.

The First Sign of Fall 


Ever the first crisp breath of fall 
comes drifting out of the northland; 
before the blackbirds begin to congre- 
gate or the frost gathers white on the 
pumpkin, the folk of the general of- 
fices receive their harbinger of coming 
winter.

School children learn how

CHOOL CHILDREN in LT&T territory are learning 
how to use the telephone properly—and are having fun 
doing it. They are being taught such things as how to use 
the directory, how to dial or call (depending on whether 
they live in a town with dial or manual service) and what 
to do in emergencies. They are learning also that courtesy 
and good manners are just as important in telephoning as 
in other contacts with people. 


The instruction “package” consists of a motion picture 
called “Adventure in Telezonia,” a film strip used for review 
of the movie, an instruction manual for teachers and a 24 
page booklet for students entitled “The Telephone and 
How We Use It,” which the students take home with them. 
Each class is also provided with practice telephones and 
copies of the local telephone directory. 
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Third graders at Weeping Water have a round table talk about

Adventure in Telezonia 


The story in the movie is a simple one. Bobby, a lad 
of about 10, has lost his dog, Bounce. In his excitement, 
he fails to use the telephone correctly and thereby attracts 
the attention of a gnome, who introduces himself as Handy 
and offers to help Bobby trace down Bounce by telephone. 
They travel to Telezonia, a mythical land where the people 
look like marionettes (which they are) and the world they 
live in like parts of a telephone (which they are). There, 
the marionette inhabitants assist Bobby in finding his dog 
with the help of the telephone. By the time Bounce is 
located, Bobby, and the audience, have learned many things 
about the telephone and the right—and wrong—way to use 
it. The motion picture and accompanying instruction was 
purchased from the Northwestern Bell Company. It was 
prepared for the Bell System by Wayne University with 
advice and assistance from teachers and educators through- 
out the country. 

Teachers everywhere tell us that they think the program 
is very worth while and that the students gain much 
practical knowledge from it. Some suggest that grown-ups 
could learn something from it also. 

From the Company’s standpoint it has both a Com- 
mercial and Traffic value. It has a promotional or sales 
appeal because the students take their b 


ieir booklets home and 
talk “telephone” to their parents. If the home has no tele- 
phone a desire may be created for one. Traffic people are 
aided in their work. Wrong numbers and calls to Informa- 
tion are reduced because students are taught to refer to 
the directory. “Call backs” are cut down because the instruc- 
tion teaches that we should give the party we are calling 
plenty of time to answer. Service is improved because the 
children learn to listen for the dial tone, to share the party 
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line, to hang up gently and other desirable habits. 

The program was started last year and was presented 
in schools equipped with motion picture projectors in eight 
of the Company’s 18 areas. More than 6,000 students saw 
the movie, read the booklet and practiced using the tele- 
phone. Although the instruction was designed for third 


and fourth graders, it was given to higher grades by request 
of teachers in many schools and in some it was even shown 
to high school students. This vear it is being presented in 
schools in all areas and it will be continued each year from 
now on as an instruction for third grade students.

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The Kids Go For Telezonia 


Telezonia was presented to a class of fourth 
graders at Hastings after which they were taken 
on a trip through the telephone building. Here 
are typical excerpts from letters written to us 
by the children afterwards. 


“Now I know how to work a telephone real well 
because that show “Adventure in Telezonia” helped 
alot. First you pick up the receiver, then you listen 
for the dialing sound. Then if you don’t hear it, you 
put it down and wait a few minutes. Then it will 
probably work.” 


“T learned that if you dial fast you might get the 
wrong number or you don’t get it at all. There is a 
little thing that if you dial a 4 it will go up 4 times. 
When you want to use the telephone you pick up the 
receiver and listen for the buzzing sound. If the line 
is busy you should put it down, if someone is talking 
you should put it down quickly, if it is an emergency 
you should say very nicely if you could use the line.” 


“T think it was very funny where the little boy 
puppet had candy in his mouth and couldn’t talk 
correctly.” 


“T learned that you should always wait until the 
telephone rings about seven or eight times before 
you hang up. I also liked your office very much and 
I hope that we weren’t too much trouble for you.” 


“IT learned not to eat when I talk over the tele- 
phone. I thought I would like to work on a long dis- 
tance board. I wish you didn’t take all your time to 
show us the building.” 


“Thank you for the wonderful picture “Adventure 
in Telezonia” and I thought it was very lovely inside 
your building. I liked the lady who talked to us. 
She was the one in the pink sweater.”

Lincoln Main Office Manhole Enlarged For New Lahle 


IFE was pretty free from complica- 

tions in 1903, and so was the art of 
building manholes. In the fall of that 
year the Lincoln Telephone Company 
let the contract to a Chicago engineer- 
ing firm for the construction of its 
underground conduit system in down- 
town Lincoln. This activity furnished 


the first tangible evidence of the infant 
company’s existence. Barely six months 
old—the company’s lone possessions 
had been a set of books and a pre- 
carious bank balance. 
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Below, left: A bird’s-nest of cables 
mark the former outlines of the old 
manhole. The excavation for the new 
manhole extends far below it.

The manholes of 1903 were shallow 
affairs, brick walled and crudely cir- 
cular in shape. The connecting ducts 
were formed from lengths of concrete 
tubing, cut to the desired size as they 
were fitted and installed. 

The “office” manhole was located on 
South 14th Street at the alley inter- 
section north of M Street. A\ll cables 
in the system converged on this man- 
hole from which they were routed 
along the wall of a short tunnel to 
the office building, then to their riser

positions beneath the main distributing 
frame. 

This old manhole was recently dis- 
interred and enlarged to accommodate 
the station growth of nearly 50 years 
and to turn the cables toward the new 
office building half a block to the 
east of the manhole.

Lincoln's "6" Office Gets A Shot in the Arm 


NC dial switching equipment ‘to 
serve Lincoln’s fast growing north- 
eastern suburbs was cut into service 
recently at the “6” office exchange at 
49th and Huntington. Automatic Elec- 
tric step-by-step equipment with a 
capacity of 800 lines and 1,400 term- 
inals was put in along with a new 
power board, distributing fuse panel, 
ringing and tone machine, charging 
equipment and a line IDF (intermediate 
distributing frame). The building was 
doubled in size by an addition in 1950 
to make room for the new equipment. 
In the past three years, 1,190 lines have 
been added at “6” office and 5,500 in 
all Lincoln exchanges. 


The new COE is the first “high 
type’ switching equipment in Lincoln. 
It rises to a height of 11 feet and eight 
inches, nearly three feet higher than 
the former type. The advantage is that 
more equipment can be placed per 
square foot. 
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Another new feature for Lincoln is 
the line intermediate distributing frame 
which makes it possible to use the 1,400 
new telephone numbers represented in 
the switching equipment for either 
party or private line service. On move 
orders, party line numbers can be 
transferred to any location in the “6” 
office area. This new flexible service 
will be installed in other offices later. 


The busy signal equipment has a 
new feature also. When one dials a 
six number either a fast or slow busy 
signal may be heard, depending on 
whether the busy condition results from 
the office equipment or the subscrib- 
er’s telephone being in use. The pur- 
pose of this is to provide a code for use 
later on by long distance operators in 
inter-toll dialing.

The good service of Hastings Opera- 
tors Jessie Van Trump, Cora Lee Utecht 
and Lois Opsal in assisting customers 
there and at Clay Center to reach 
relatives at a time of family emergency 
brought expressions of compliment and 
appreciation in two letters addressed 
to the district office. 

John E. Sullivan, Clay Center at- 
torney, wrote: “I have just completed 
a call to Tacoma, Washington, in re- 
gard to the death of the father of a 
resident of Tacoma. I did not have 
a complete address and we had con- 
siderable difficulty locating the party. 

‘““My purpose in this letter is to ex- 
press my appreciation to your oper- 
ator number 27, on duty at this time 
for her patience and persistence in 
helping me to complete this call, and 
her courtesy at all times during the 
approximate 24 hour period this call 
was pending.” 

In another instance, Floyd E. Mur- 
ray of Hastings wrote in part: 

“As we recently had a death in the 
family we had an occasion to place sev- 
eral long distance telephone calls. At 
such times it is surprising how little 
information one has concerning the 
whereabouts of relatives or how one 
might contact them. We would like 
to express our appreciation for the 
courteous and extraordinary service re- 
ceived. In the military circles it would 
be said that special recognition should 
be given for ‘service over and beyond 
the call of duty.” 

‘As a sales manager who travels over 
two states I do have the occasion to 
place a number of long distance calls 
each week. For that reason I am 
quite familiar with recognized practices. 
In addition to the fact that the oper- 
ators were both courteous and pleasant 
they showed a desire to be helpful and 
a determination to leave no stones un- 
turned in rendering the best service 
possible,”

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New PBX For Bankers Life Company 


HESE are the men largely responsible 
* for the setting up of the smooth 
running PABX equipment which was 
cut into service early this month at the 
home office of the Bankers Life In- 
surance Company at Lincoln. Left to 
right they are: Perry Caldwell, Eldon 
Bustard, Walter Stewart and Robert 
Wohlberg. The first three worked on 
the installation. Mr. Wohlberg was 
the engineer. 

The new system embodies modern 
step by step switching equipment serv- 
ing 51 stations and five trunks. Out- 
going and intercommunicating calls are 
answered and switched by an atten- 
dant. 

Nearly all equipment of the former 
PBX system, including entrance and 
house cable as well as instruments, 
was replaced in preparing for the new 
installation. Robert Swanson, Lincoln 
service, was assigned to this phase of 
the project. 

The original Bankers Life PBX sys- 
tem was cut into service in October 
1911, shortly after the Company moved 
from its former office location at 11th 
and N to their newly constructed build- 
ing at 14th and N Streets. The board 
which was just replaced was installed 
new in 1939, 

In the picture at right, A. B. Smith, 
cable facilities man is inspecting with 
interest two relics of another day. Some 
tolks say they are the last extant cable 
pot-heads in our organization. The 
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pot-head represented the least expen: 
sive method of terminating cables back 
in the days when the plumber had 
to be called in to complete a regular 
cable splice. It was used in sheltered 
places and could be made by the tele- 
phone cableman. The wires of the 
cable were spliced to the okonite wire 
then used for tip cabling and cross- 
connecting box termination. The lead 
sleeve was then filled with splicing 
compound and its edges beaten and 
dressed down to the cable sheath. Pot- 
heads were made obsolete with the 
development of the art of cable splicing 
as a specialized part of the telephone 


field.

Customer Long Distance 
Dialing Coast-to-Coast 

Is Here 

‘Guess dialing of long distance 


calls to distant cities—one of the 
most significant advancements in the 
history of the telephone industry—be- 
gan November 10. About 10,000 indi- 
vidual and party line customers in Engle- 
wood, New Jersey can now dial direct 
to any of 11 million telephones in such 
cities as San Francisco, Chicago, Cleve- 
land, Detroit, Boston, Philadelphia, 
Pittsburgh, New York and many of 
their adjacent suburbs. 


This initial trial of new, extended 
dialing facilities will enable telephone 
users in Englewood to reach a friend 
in San Francisco, for example, almost 
as quickly as they would their corner 
grocery a few blocks away. 

Because of the country-wide number- 
ing plan also used by long distance 
cperators in operator dialing, the United 
States and parts of Canada are divided 
into more than 80 numbering plan 
areas, each of which is assigned a special 
three-digit code. That for San Fran- 
cisco is 3-1-8. 

Let’s say a Mrs. Smith in Englewood 
wants to call her friend, Earl Jones, 
in the Golden Gate City. So, to reach 
this west coast city, Mrs. Smith will 
dial 3-1-8. Then she will follow with 
Mr. Jones’ number which is ARlington 
1-1099. In that way, she will dial 
just 10 digits—318-AR-1-1099. Equip- 
ment at the Englewood office will store 
up the digits as Mrs. Smith dials and 
as soon as the 10th digit is recorded, 
the call will be automatically switched 
over a long distance telephone circuit in 
reaching Mr. Jones’ telephone. 

In a like manner, subscribers in 
Englewood will be able to dial calls 
to 12 other selected areas. Telephone 
users in the 13 areas will not, however, 
be able to dial Englewood numbers 
direct at the present time. 

Keeping track of the charges when 
the Englewood customer dials will also 
be done automatically. Installations of 
automatic accounting equipment will 
register each step of a call, including 
the number of the calling telephone, 
the exchange and number of the called 
telephone, date and time of day and 
length of the call. The information 
will be recorded on tape which later
